He was an expert teamster and often 
large crowds would gather to watch 
his skill in maneuvering large teams 
of horses, drawing two loaded wagons, 
as he guided them expertly through 
the streets. 

In December of 1904, Mr. Butts en- 
tered into a grocery partnership with J. 
H. Quigley in which he remained about 
five years. After leaving this work, he 
engaged in the real estate and insur- 
ance for a brief period and in 1911 es- 
tablished the Forum Cafe. 

Mr. Butts had continued active in 
the restaurant business since that time. 
The Forum Cafe was destroyed by fire 
in the Spring of this year and was re- 
placed by the Blue Bell Coffee Shop 
‘over which Mr. Butts presided until
